Many of them had not 
intended to come back, but nearly all 
of them, when questioned, declared that 
they had returned because they found 
th a t they "could not liv e in the Ameri­ 
can way ” on tlu* other side; and they 
had become accustomed to the freedom 
and the lux uries of American life. 


It will be thirty y ears in December 
since the death of the woman who is 
sup p osed to hav e founded the collar in­ 
dustry in Troy , New York.

To av oid 
washing the whole shirt when only the 
collar was soiled, Mrs. Montag ue made 
detachable linen bands tied round the 
neck with tap es. 
Under this arrang e­ 
ment her husband could p ut on a clean 
collar ev ery morning and ev ery ev en­ 
ing without comp elling her to sp end too 
much time ov er the wash tub. 
Her 
neig hbors followed her ex amp le, and 
the demand for suy li collars was so 
g reat that a Methodist minister, who 
k ep t a notion store in town, soon em­ 
p loy ed sev eral women to make them, 
while he p eddled them from house to 
house. 
Mr. Montag ue saw that the 
business mig ht be p rofitable, and oi>e» - 
ed a collar factory , where his wife’s 
inv ention was dev elop ed and ex p loited. 
C alik e many inv entors. Mrs. Montag ue, 


throug h the p rosp erity of her husband, 
p rofited by her discov ery .

across the bows, boarders ov er the side 
with cutlasses in teeth, fiv e wearers of 
the crimson walking the p lank, a scut­ 
tled May flower, and then a scoot to the 
fastnesses of some West Indian coral 
bay to div ide the booty .

\v ill be no chance for the am ateur Cap ­ 
tain Kidds and Morg ans to carry out 
their p art of the Joke; it has been far 
from a joke with the orig inal treasure 
seekers. 
A hurricane came up , and the 
May flower is now a dismantled derelict 
somewhere in the g ulf stream, while

which tf.oj had clung for forty -eig ht 
hours, hav e been landed at the jKrrt of 
Baltimore by an unromantic Norweg ian 
tram p steamer. 
Treasure trov e has a 
seeming ly Irresistible 
fascination for 
the adv enturous. 
It also ex cites the 
cup idity of those who are not adv en­ 
turous. and a p romoter, it was an­ 
nounced a few day s ag o. p rop oses to 
cap ita)i/o that fact by floating a mill­ 
ion dollars of stock in a corp oration to 
recov er about $50,000.000 worth of g old 
from a v essel that foundered some hun- 
dred y ears ag o at a sp ot that lias l>een 
“ex actly located.” 
Ev ery school boy 
knows that the g host of the lamented 
Cap tain Kidd stalks to p rotect his Ill- 
g otten hidden wealth, for which v ain 
search has Ikmui made. 
Now, it’s Just 
as certain that the sp ooks of other 
free-booters and mariners who sailed 
the Sp anish main are on g uard. 
They 
resent the p enetration of their senti­ 
mental p ast in this day of steam and 
iKoUnc, ex cep t by tie 
p en, who find fiction’s most thrilling 
field In that romantic e r a ; and they 
make the hurricanes blow as a w arn­ 
ing to those who would disturb the 
my steries of Dav y Jones’ locker. 
If 
\ ou are not sup erstitious enoug h to be­ 
liev e it Just iMHuler the net results of 
L>j*1 treasure seeking in real life.

The leng th of the school p eriod and the p ro 
ductiv e v alue of the citizen are closely re­ 
lated. 
Industrialism is the g reat basis 
o f a 
nation’s true streng th and real culture. 
Knowing this, we hav e seen that there is 
not sufficient articulation between the educa­ 
tional and the Industrial sy stems of the coun­ 
try . 
We hav e seen tho Indefinite ex p ansion 
of instruction and the unlimited multip lication 
of ap p liances leading to literary and p rofessional and 
manag ing occup ations without any real solicitude about 
the v ital Industrial foundations of the nation’s hap p iness 
and p ower. A situation manifestly unjust to the g reater 
number, ev en unjust to those for whom It has“done the 
most, has resulted. 
Notwithstanding our boasted univ ersality of educa­ 
tional op p ortunity , there has g rown up an absurd hiatus 
In the educational sy stem which denies the Just rig hts 
of the wag e earning masses and g riev ously menaces the 
industrial efficiency and the material p rosp erity of the 
country . 
There should be an op en chance for ev ery 
American child. 
The Influences of the schools must not 
lead boy s who mig ht become ex cellent cabinetmakers into 
being no-account lawy ers and g irls who mig ht be flrst- 
class breadmakers into being fourth-class music teachers. 
The schdSl sy stem has g rown deformed; it is one-sided 
and not broad enoug h at the base. 


A GOOD HUSBAND’S HARD LOT.

Sometimes, it seems to me, that worn and 
worried wiv es and mothers forg et, or at least 
neg lect to remember, that g ood husbands bear 
their equal half of the burden.

On such a husband rests alway s the haunting 
resp onsibility of maintaining the home. 
He can nev er 
forg et that mother and children look to him and to him 
alone for bread and shelter and food. 
This burden is 
no slig ht one. 
lie must stay for ev ery day in the week 
In one room at one p lace, Im* it brig ht or dark, clean or 


g rim y ; he must there p ut in his day s and nev er be fo und 
away from there; and let him try ev er so hard and work 
W’ith his best mig ht, alw'ny s and forev er, he Is in that 
Jeop ardy that the nex t day may bring him the words, 
“Your serv ices are no long er required.” 
His Job may be 
wanted by the boss for a friend, or it may be decided 
that what he does is not p ay ing rig ht. Fie is at tho 
mercy of any triv ial circumstance, and he knows i t 
Does he succeed in holding it down for many y ears, still 
w’hen g ray hairs coine up on him he may g et his walking 
p ap ers and at last his lifelong fear be realized. 
Such is 
the p art nod lot of the hard-working , g ood husband 
whose only hop e is to p rov ide for his family so long as 
he liv es; and while his wife has It hard, she must also 
remember that he is bearing his equal share.

v oting is made comp ulsory by ev ery p erson who Is en­ 
titled to cast a ballot.

The old man liv ed in Jamaica Plain 
long enoug h to make himself unp op ular 
when the American rev olution broko 
out. 
The son had been early sent to 
Eng land for his education, and he be­ 
came one of the sev en American-born 
men to attain distinction In the British 
nav y . 
In the battle of the Nile Cap t. Hallo- 
well had command of the ship Swift- 
sure, 
which

l’Orient. 
When C a p t Hallowell g av e 
the command for the French v essel to 
!>e blown up he knew nothing of the 
13-y ear-ol(l son of the French admiral, 
who foolishly , but heroically , obey ed 
bis stern father’s order, “Don’t leav e 
the v essel till I g iv e y ou p ermission.” 
and his “p roud, thoug h childish, form” 
g raced the doomed v essel when she 
“with frag ments strewed the sea.” 
Cap t. Hallowell afterw ard heard the 
sad tale and was much mov ed by i t 
The 
boy 
called 
out three times in 
ag ony to his father, lie learned, but 
stood 
resolutely 
by 
the 
mainmast, 
thoug h his father lay eohl in death. 
So much mov ed was the cap tain that 
he had a coffin made in the hoy ’s honor 
out of the floating frag ments of the 
l’Orient and sent it to his friend and 
p atron, Lord Nelson, with the story of 
the boy ’s brav ery , arid ex p ressing deep 
reg ret for the y oung hero’s untimely 
end. 
Nelson had the coffin p laced in tho 
cabin In remembrance of the boy , and 
Cap t. Hallowell himself told the tale 
to the then widely known p oet, Felicia 
Homans. 
Her sy mp athies wero imme­ 
diately ex cited and she Immortalized 
the boy in her sentimental but Im­ 
mortal v erses, and she 
named 
him 
wisely , “Casablanca, White Soul.”
